for  prayer.  I  do  not  know  from  my  own  observation 
that  it  is  so,  but  1  have  been  told  that  the  clergy  for 
eight  or  ten  miles  round  us  are  quite  as  negligent  as 
these  two  of  whom  I  have  written.  I  took  the  liberty 
about  a  twelve  month  ago,  of  asking  an  eminent  cler¬ 
gyman  to  whose  support  I  contribute,  to  call  at  my 
house  for  the  purpose  of  conversing  with  a  family  of 
strangers,  who  are  sojourners  in  our  village ;  and  who 
had  expressed  a  desire  of  seeing  some  pious  clergy¬ 
man.  He  promised  me  that  he  would  call  in  some 
eight  or  ten  days;  at  the  expiration  of  which,  he  sent 
me  word  that  it  was  not  in  his  power  to  attend. 

“  The  poor  are  complaining  of  being  passed  by,  the 
sick  of  not  being  visited,  the  old  and  infirm  of  not 
being  ministered  unto.  Dear  Sir,  these  are  a  few  of 
the  many  errors  which  1  think  our  protestant  divines 
of  different  denominations,  are  labouring  under,  in  tliis 
part  of  the  country.” 

Were  these  the  only  instances  of  the  most  astonish¬ 
ing  neglect  of  pastoral  duty,  in  our  land,  they  might 
be  left  amongst  the  remains  of  darkness  and  error, 
that  will  only  be  removed  by  the  full  blaze  of  millen¬ 
nial  glory.  They  would  indeed  seem  strange  devel- 
opements  of  human  nature,  and  unaccountable  upon 
any  common  principle  of  that  nature ;  but  as  matters 
are,  they  do  not  seem  strange  from  the  rarity  of 
such  facts.  Viewed,  however,  as  occurrences  amongst 
readers  of  the  Bible  in  this  enlightened  land,  they  are 
still  very  singular  phenomena.  Can  it  be  that  such 
pastors  have  been  really  commissioned  by  the  King  of 
kings,  as  officers  in  the  armies  of  the  living  God  1 
What  can  be  the  tenor  of  their  commission  T  It  surely 
must  differ  widely  from  any  thing  found  in  the  word 
of  God.  That  book  most  expressly  denounces  their 
conduct.  We  have  a  thus  sailh  the  iMrd  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  terms: 

“  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying. 
Son  of  man,  prophesy  against  the  shepherds  of  Israel, 
prophesy,  and  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  l>ord 
God  unto  the  shepherds;  Wo  be  to  the  shepherds  of 
Israel  that  do  feed  themselves !  should  not  the  shep¬ 
herds  feed  the  flocks  1  Ye  eat  the  fat,  and  ye  clothe 
you  with  the  wool,  ye  kill  them  that  are  fed :  but  ye 
feed  not  the  flock.  The  diseased  have  ye  not  strength¬ 
ened,  neither  have  ye  healed  that  which  was  sick, 
neither  have  ye  Ixjund  up  that  which  was  broken,  nei¬ 
ther  have  ye  brought  again  that  which  was  driven 
away,  neither  have  ye  sought  that  which  was  lost ; 
but  with  force  and  with  cruelty  have  ye  ruled  iJiera. 
And  they  were  scattered,  because  there  is  no  shep¬ 
herd:  and  they  became  meat  to  all  the  beasts  of  tlie 
field,  when  they  were  scattered.  My  sheep  wandered 
through  all  the  mountains,  and  upon  every  high  hill : 
yea,  iny  flock  was  scattered  upon  all  the  face  of  the 
earth,  and  none  did  search  or  seek  after  them.  There¬ 
fore,  yc  shepherds,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord ;  As  I 
live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  surely  because  my  flock  be¬ 
came  a  prey,  and  my  flock  became  meat  to  every  beast 
of  the  field,  because  there  was  no  shepherd,  neither 
did  my  shepherds  search  for  my  flock,  but  the  shep¬ 
herds  fed  themselves,  and  fed  not  my  flock ;  therefore, 
O  yc  shepherds,  hear  the  word  of  the  I^rd ;  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  God ;  Behold,  1  am  against  the  shep¬ 
herds;  and  I  will  require  my  flock  at  their  hand,  and 
cause  them  to  cease  from  feeding  the  flock ;  neither 
shall  the  shepherds  feed  themselves  any  more;  for  I 
will  deliver  my  flock  from  their  mouth,  that  they  may 
not  be  meat  for  them.” — Ezekiel,  xxxiv.  1 — 10.  Nor 
is  it  a  light  thing  to  belong  to  a  class  thus  denounced 
by  the  eternal  God.  Still  it  is  unquestionably  true, 
even  at  the  present  day,  and  in  this  enlightened  land, 
that  many  enter  the  Christian  ministry,  as  they  would 
any  other  profession,  to  secure  a  reputable  support  for 
themselves  and  families.  But  it  were  far  better  for  a 
man  to  feed  and  clothe  himself  by  trafficking  in  the 
flesh  and  blood  of  his  nearest  relatives,  than  by  traf¬ 
ficking  in  souls  for  whom  redemption  has  been  pur- 


ter.  The  excitement  of  passion  is  what  has  happened 
80  often,  that  we  cannot  be  too  much  on  our  guard 
against  the  insidious  working  of  so  dangerous  a  state 
of  mind.  That  it  should  generate  an  unreasonable 
degree  of  tenaciousness — of  resentment,  and  of  reluc¬ 
tance  to  yield  to  the  general  sense  of  a  social  body ; 
and  that  there  should  thus  be  caused  secessions,  not 
warranted  by  any  injury  inflicted  on  the  essential  in 
terests  of  religion,  has  so  often  taken  place  in  the 
Christian  church,  that  she  will  always  be  in  danger  of 
the  same,  so  long  as  the  sinfulness  of  human  nature, 
and  the  dominion  which  it  usurps  over  the  understand¬ 
ings  of  men,  shall  remain. 

The  particulars  intended,  are  the  proposed  subject, 
as  it  respects,  IsL  the  discipline ;  2ndly.  the  Episco¬ 
pacy  ;  and  3diy.  the  legislation  of  the  church. 

Ist.  Of  the  discipline.  On  the  one  hand,  it  is  called 
for,  to  sustain  the  orthodoxy  of  the  faith,  and  the  sanc¬ 
tity  of  the  morals  of  the  church ;  and  on  the  other 
hand,  may  degenerate  to  tyranny  by  a  wanton  exer¬ 
cise  of  power.  There  will  always  be  seduction  to 
this,  not  only  in  the  corruption,  but  in  the  infirmities 
of  human  nature ;  inclining  to  the  pursuit  of  what 
may  seem  righteous  ends,  by  rash  and  even  by  unrigh¬ 
teous  means ;  which,  if  on  some  occasions,  they  should 
clear  the  church  of  scandal,  may,  at  a  future  time 
be  applied  to  the  gratifying  of  private  malice.  For 
this  exigency,  our  Bishops,  it  is  trusted,  are  sufficiently 
prepared  by  Uie  canons  which  have  been  provided  for 
them.  If  any  thing  be  still  wanting,  for  the  satisfying 
of  the  ends  of  justice,  there  is  competent  authority 
for  the  supplying  of  the  deficiency.  In  the  mean 
time,  it  is  better  that  unexpected  guilt  should  be  with 
out  its  due  punishment,  than  that  it  should  be  punished 
by  a  process  which  may  hereafter  be  abus^  to  the 
oppression  of  the  innocent. 

Under  all  the  precautions  against  the  evil  which 
can  be  devised,  such  is  the  imperfections  of  human 
concerns,  tliat  there  will  still  be  danger  of  the  inter¬ 
ference,  if  not  of  malice,  yet  of  error ;  from  the  over 
looking  of  the  maxims  which  should  govern,  on  all 
occasions  involving  questions  concerning  the  rights  or 
the  characters  of  our  fellow  men. 

To  secure  a  desirable  result,  it  is  necessary  that 
there  should  be  deference  to  methods  of  proceeding, 
which,  on  long  experience,  have  been  found  to  tend 
to  impartial  adjudication :  and  in  aiming  at  this  ob¬ 
ject,  whatever  aid  is  to  be  gathered  from  the  rules 
which  govern  in  the  civil  administration  of  justice, 
ought  not  to  be  overlooked  in  that  which  is  ecclesias¬ 
tical.  It  is  true,  that  we  are  not  bound  by  an  autho¬ 
rity  extraneous  to  ourselves.  But  if  it  should  appear, 
iu  BO  serious  a  matter  as  a  clergyman’s  standing  in  the 
ministry,  or  as  a  layman’s  right  to  the  ordinances  of 
the  church,  that  there  is  less  security  for  a  just  deci 
sion,  than  what  would  exist  in  a  temporal  court,  in 
cause  affecting  the  person  or  the  property  of  the 
meanest  member  of  the  community,  it  will  not  only  be 
a  reasonable  cause  of  censure,  but  may  produce  an  ex 
citement,  of  which  disunion  will  be  the  resalt.  What 
lenders  caution  of  the  more  importance,  in  the  case 
of  a  clergyman  who  may  conceive  himself  injured  by 
an  ecclesiastical  sentence,  and  seeking  redress  from 
civil  court,  alUiough  the  court  would  doubtless  respect 
our  canons;  yet,  if  it  should  give  a  construction  to 
them,  more  reasonable  in  itself,  and  more  consistent 
with  the  eternal  maxims  of  justice,  it  would  avail  to 
the  maintaining  of  the  complainant  in  the  possession 
of  any  property  of  the  church  held  by  him;  not  ex¬ 
cepting  the  building  in  which  he  would  be  accustomed 
to  officiate,  and  which  cannot  be  taken  from  him, 
otherwise  than  is  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  the  land. 

The  subject  of  ecclesiastical  discipline  is  of  great 
importance.  That  it  is  essential  to  our  continuance 
as  a  social  body,  must  be  confessed  by  all ;  while  there 
will  be  a  variety  of  opinion,  in  regard  to  the  rules  by 
which  it  should  be  conducted,  and  to  the  cases  which

ing  in  the  universe,  we  sec  it  in  the  man  who  makes 
the  blood-bought  Church  of  the  living  God,  a  mere 
instrument  in  the  service  of  Mammon.  Such  a  man 
could  be  hired  to  kidnap  angels  and  sell  them  at  the 
door  of  the  bottomless  pit.  This  language  is  not  too 
.“Strong,  The  man  who  preaches  the  gospel,  chiefly 
for  hire,  manifests  a  reckless  disregard  of  God,  unpa¬ 
ralleled,  unless  by  him  who  sold  the  Son  of  God  for  a 


In  regard  to  the  ministry,  it  is  trusted,  that  in  every 
grade  of  it,  there  is  security  against  any  notice  of  accu¬ 
sation,  brought  forward  otherwise  than  on  apparent 
ground  of  judicial  process:  and  still  more,  against 
whatever  may  prevent  its  issuing  in  a  decision,  war¬ 
ranted  by  ecclesiastical  law  and  by  equity :  while  yet, 
the  existing  tribunals  have  a  sufficiency  of  this  armour 
to  enable  them,  in  the  case  of  a  clergyman  bringing 


to  act  in  it  even  for  the  clearing  of  the  church  of| 
scandal,  and  with  the  observance  of  law  and  equity, 
would  encounter  a  host  of  prejudice;  and  if  done  ar¬ 
bitrarily  or  unjustly,  of  which  there  must  always  be 
da^cr,  would  shake  the  church  to  its  centre. 

There  is  no  hesitation  of  your  Bishop,  in  expressing 
the  wish,  that  every  person,  living  in  notorious  sin, 
causing  great  scandal,  were  declared  to  be  no  longer 
a  member  of  the  church ;  while  yet,  if  the  church  see 
cause  to  stop  short  of  such  a  stretch  of  discipline,  it  is 
matter  which  falls  witliin  the  province  of  sound  dis¬ 
cretion.  For  such  a  measure  of  ditciplinc,  there  is 
not  the  same  necessity  now,  as  when  the  gospel  was 
at  first  promulgated;  its  mdhil  tendsney  being  not 
then  established  in  the  public  opinion;  whereas,  at 
present,  it  is  understood  to  comprehend  the  soundest 
morality,  whatever  contrariety  to  it  there  may  be  in 
any  of  its  professors.  Still  there  remains  the  right  to 
the  exercise  of  the  power  in  its  extent 

In  Scripture,  there  are  but  few  instai:ces,  of  the 
carrying  of  discipline  so  far  as  that  in  qnestion.  It 
took  place,  in  the  sentence  passed  by  St  Paul  on  an 
incestuous  person,  as  we  read  in  the  beginnoig  of  the 
fifth  chapter  of  the  first  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians :  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  same  chapter,  without  referring 
to  any  individual,  the  apostle  enjoins  a  severance  from 
the  church  of  several  cla.'^s  of  sinners  of  very  ex¬ 
treme  grades,  should  such  be  found  under  the  cloek  of 
the  profession.  There  were  persons  chargeable  with 
faults  of  not  so  deep  a  dye ;  but  inconsistent  with  a 
well-founded  claim  to  the  promises  of  the  gospel,  who 
were  endured  within  the  pale.  Such  were  they, 
whom  the  apostle,  in  his  second  Epistle  to  the  Thessa- 
lonians,  glances  at  as  “disorderly,  not  working  at  all, 
but  busy  bodies :”  and  the  like  must  have  been  they, 
in  his  eye,  in  his  second  Epistle  to  Timothy,  describ¬ 
ed  as  “  idle,  wandering  from  house  to  house,  tattlers 
also,  and  busy  bodies,  speaking  things  which  they 
ought  not ;”  yet  any  person  so  described,  was  to  be 
“admonished  as  a  brother.” 

These  casts  of  character  arc  sufficient  causes  of  ex¬ 
cision,  if  it  should  be  deemed  a  wise  course,  by  those 
in  whose  province  it  would  lie,  to  institute  and  to  car¬ 
ry  on  proceedings  to  the  effect.  The  wisdom  of  the 
measure  would  depend  on  circumstances;  and  it  is 
brought  within  the  present  argument,  in  order  to 
show,  that,  independently  on  the  question  of  guilt, 
there  is  scope  for  discrimination,  governed  by  regard 
to  different  times  and  circumstances  of  the  church. 

Under  the  heads  delineated,  it  may  be  perceived, 
that  there  are  calls  for  wise  management;  as  on  other 
accounts,  so  especially  for  the  guarding  against  just 
complaint,  generating  disturbance.  If,  hereafter,  for 
the  increase  of  respectability,  there  should  be  institut¬ 
ed  a  greater  reach  of  discipline,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that 
our  councils  will  still  know  nothing  of  that  species  of 
it,  which  extends  its  rod  beyond  the  conduct,  to  the 
movements  of  the  mind ;  and  which  clothes  ecclesias¬ 
tical  tribunals  with  inquisitorial  power  to  tliat  effect. 
There  can  hardly  be  named  a  misapplication  of  reli¬ 
gious  jurisprudence,  against  which  divine  wisdom  has 
so  carefully  guarded.  Witness  the  parable  of  the 
wheat  and  the  tares,  applied  to  professors  of  opposite 
characters  in  the  church.  Indiscreet  zeal  would 
have  torn  from  the  soil  the  tares,  to  the  great  danger 
of  the  wheat ;  for  the  sake  of  which  there  was  given 
the  command,  “  Let  both  grow  together  until  the  har¬ 
vest.”  Witness  also  that  other  parable  of  the  fishes, 
good  and  bad  in  the  same  net,  in  which  they  were  to 
remain,  until  the  drawing  of  the  net  to  the  shore ; 
figurative  of  the  ending  of  all  human  concerns.  There 
is  also  that  of  the  wise  and  the  foolish  virgins,  equally 
possessed  of  the  lamp  of  the  profession,  although  dif¬ 
fering  in  regard  to  the  light  of  it,  and  the  being  fur- 
niihi^  with  the  supply  of  oil.  There  is  no  provision 
of  the  gospel,  more  in  harmony  with  human  nature, 
in  its  present  state  of  imperfection  and  of  frailty,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  impossibility  of  looking  beyond  the  con¬ 
duct,  to  the  movements  of  the  mind. 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  occurring  on  the 
subject,  there  is  a  safe  guide  of  proceedings  under  it, 
in  a  single  sentence  of  the  affecting  address  made  to  a 
newly  consecrated  Bishop,  on  the  delivery  of  the  Bi¬ 
ble  to  him.  It  is,  “  Be  so  gentle  that  you  be  not  too 
remiss;  so  minister  discipline,  that  you  neglect  not 
mercy.” 

2d.  From  the  subject  of  discipline,  we  may  pass,  by 
a  natural  transition,  to  its  correlative  point — that  of 
the  Episcopacy. 

It  is  a  department,  in  which,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
heavy  responsibility  attached  to  it,  there  is,  in  this 
country,  no  pecuniary  profit,  likely  to  allure;  while 
it  opens  an  extensive  field  of  care  and  labour;  in 
which  there  arc  to  be  consulted  the  wants,  and  en¬ 
countered  the  prejudices,  of  a  variety  of  persons, 
spread  over  a  vast  range  of  country ;  rendering  it 
difficult  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  the  characters  and 
of  the  views  of  any  considerable  proportion  of  them. 
On  these  accounts,  it  may  seem,  that  there  is  not  a  call 
to  be  vigilant  against  an  entrance  into  the  church,  of  a 
breach  of  union  through  the  door  of  the  Episcopacy. 
But  where  is  the  sphere,  within  which  the  aspiring 
passions  of  the  human  frame  will  not  endeavour  to  over¬ 
leap  the  barriers,  erected  by  human  prudence  for  the 
e.xcluding  of  them  1

AN  F.PISCOPAL  CHARGE, 

On  the  sustaining  of  the  Unity  of  the  Church,  in 
contrariety  to  Disorder,  Disunion,  and  Division. 
Deltwred  before  the  forty-seventh  Convention  of 
the  Dtocese  of  Pennsylvania,  by  the  Right  Rev. 
WiLLiA-M  \\  HITE,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
fiylvania.

There  is  another  department  of  discipline,  especially 
interesting  to  the  lay  members  of  the  church, — that  of 
admission  to  the  holy  communion,  or  of  rejection  from 
For  this,  there  is  full  provision  made  by  our  ru¬ 
brics  and  our  canons.  They  are  points  which  cannot 
but  press  with  great  weight,  on  every  conscientious 
minister  of  the  gospel.  There  are  so  many  induce¬ 
ments  to  be  rather  remiss  than  severe  in  the  exercise 
of  his  rubrical  power,  that  probably  the  abuse  of  it  will 
not  happen  often.  It  is,  however,  possible,  that  pri¬ 
vate  regards,  or  that  some  prejudices  or  some  passion, 
may  influence  to  unjustifiable  censure.  On  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  admission  to  the  holy  supper,  the  minister  must 
necessarily  exercise  a  considerable  degree  of  duscre- 
tion,  bounded  by  the  rubrics  and  by  the  canons ;  since. 


and  was  acted  on  by  the  Bishops  in  the  General  Con¬ 
vention  of  1801.  Only  three  Bishops  were  present ; 
and  they  had  assembled  without  any  expectation  that 
the  subject  would  be  brought  before  them,  or  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  incidents  leading  to  it  They  were  unani¬ 
mous  in  denying  the  lawfulness  of  such  a  measure. 
The  determination  has  never  been  revised  by  any  con¬ 
ventional  procedure;  and  yet  the  correctness  of  it  has 
been  doubted  of,  by  many  intelligent  and  respectable 
ministers,  and  other  members  of  our  church.  No  wish 
is  here  entertained  to  forcstal  the  conventional  jiidg- 
ment  on  any  case  which  may  occur  hereafter.  But  it 
will  not  be  assuming  to  express  the  hope,  that  before 
a  contrary  decision  to  that  already  acted  on,  the  sub¬ 
ject  may  be  considered  in  all  its  bearings;  and  especi¬ 
ally  in  that  point  of  view,  on  account  of  which  it  has 
been  introduced  into  this  aildress — its  tendency  to 
prevent  factions  incited  by  ecclesiastical  ambition, 
and  likely  to  eventuate  in  disunion. 

It  was  a  providential  circumstance  in  the  councils  of 
the  last  General  Convention,  that  they  were  called  on 
to  determine,  and  that  they  determined  wisely,  on  the 
subject  of  an  Assistant  Episcopacy.  A  contrary  deci¬ 
sion  would  have  rendered  that  department  fruitful  of 
intrigue,  and  consequently  dangerous  to  tlie  peace  and 
unity  of  the  church. 

It  has  been  made  a  question,  whether  preference  is 
to  be  given  to  an  assistant  or  to  a  suffragan  Episcopacy. 
The  Tatter  designation  is  of  ancient  use  in  the 
Christian  church,  and  was  formerly  known  in  the 
Church  of  England.  But  owing  to  a  difference  of  cir¬ 
cumstances,  expediency  seems  to  require,  that  it  should 
not  be  introduced  among  us.  A  suffragan  had  under 
his  charge  a  portion  of  a  diocese.  In  tlie  event  of  the 
decease  of  the  diocesan,  the  surviver  did  not  succeed ; 
but  retained  his  station,  while  another  was  appointed 
to  the  principal  place.  In  this  country,  the  humilia¬ 
tion  of  a  senior,  would  seem  a  reasonable  cause  not 
only  of  personal,  but  of  sectional  complaint:  especially, 
when  it  would  be  the  result  of  local  preference,  not 
congenial  with  the  general  sense  of  the  community, 
manifested  in  established  jwlicy  of  every  description. 

The  question  of  the  division  of  dioceses,  will  increase 
in  importance,  and  it  would  be  wise  in  our  General 
Convention  to  adopt  rules,  which  should  govern  on  the 
subject,  before  it  shall  become  mixed  with  personal 
interests,  in  cases  which  will  probably  arise.  There 
is  no  hesitation  to  express  the  opinion,  that  such  an 
arrangement  will  be  called  for  in  some  of  the  States, 
in  order  that  each  bishop  may  be  better  informed  of 
the  circumstances  of  every  portion  of  his  diocese.  But, 
it  is  a  matter  which  should  not  be  too  much  hastened ; 
and  especially,  there  should  be  tolerable  security  for 
Uie  permanent  residence  of  a  bishop  either  by  provision 
mode  for  him,  or  by  an  adequate  jiarochial  connexion. 
It  would  be  an  nntcnable  objection  to  the  division  ofa 
diocese,  that  the  measure  would  acquire  for  a  state 
additional  weight  in  the  House  of  Bishop.  The  lar¬ 
ger  Sates  are  they,  which  would  be  in  this  predic¬ 
ament  ;  and  it  would  be  but  a  small  counterbalance  to 
the  representation  so  disproportionate  to  the  popula¬ 
tion,  distinguishing  the  organization  ol  the  house  of  j 
clerical  and  lay  deputies.

Although  the  enormity  has  not  been  practised  by 
any  bishop  of  this  church ;  yet,  there  cannot  be  denied 
the  possibility  that  it  may  occur  hereafter,  either  with 
the  avowed  abundonment  of  religious  and  moral  prin¬ 
ciple,  or  by  tlic  operation  of  that  sort  of  professed 
piety,  which,  in  piirsunnee  of  what  is  supposed  to  be  a 
righteous  end,  considers  it  ns  siijiersediiig  the  claims 
of  integrity  and  of  truth.  What  would  the  eflect, 
then,  of  the  form  of  consecration]  In  answer,  the  opi¬ 
nion  is  confidently  expressed,  that  it  would  be  a 
nullity. 

In  every  dejwirtincnt  of  human  agency,  whatever 
may  be  the  right  of  the  agent,  if  not  controlled  by  any 
law  to  which  he  is  subject,  yet,  when  there  is  a  law, 
ordained  for  the  giving  of  certainty  to  an  act  in  ques¬ 
tion,  the  act  is  invalid,  when  done  without  regard  to 
such  a  provision.  Let  there  be  taken  the  case  of  a 
sovereign,  or  other  first  magistrate  of  a  state,  having 
the  right  of  ap|)ointment  to  a  certain  office,  or  that  of 
a  private  citizen,  having  a  house  or  a  farm  with  a 
power  to  alienate ;  or  that  of  a  man  and  woman  dis¬ 
posed  to  unite  in  marriage.  In  each  of  the  cases, 
however  absolute  the  power  when  there  is  no  law  to 
govern  in  the  exercise  of  it ;  yet,  when  there  exists 
such  a  law,  designed  to  test  the  certainty  of  the  trans¬ 
action,  disregard  of  an  enactment  so  wise  in  itself, 
and  issuing  from  competent  authority,  vitiates  a  proce¬ 
dure  otherwise  valid. 

The  transmitting  of  the  succession,  cannot  but  bo 
within  the  sphere  of  the  same  dictate  of  reason  and 
common  sense.  In  certain  supposablc  circumstances, 
the  act  of  consecration  by  a  single  bishop,  disengagcit 
from  provisions  not  in  themselves  essential,  is  valid. 
But  if  a  bishop  of  our  church,  which  requires  the  con¬ 
currence  of  two  of  his  brethren,  should  set  the  re- 
(piisition  at  defiance,  in  violation  of  his  promise  ple<lg- 
ed,  with  the  invocation  of  the  notice  of  the  all-seeing 
eye  of  God ;  there  is  no  hesitation  in  expressing  the 
opinion,  that  the  only  effect  would  be  tlie  guilt  attach¬ 
ed  to  it.  When,  for  the  laudable  end  of  certainty, 
there  are  further  required  the  presence  of  a  congre¬ 
gation,  the  exhibiting  before  them  of  the  evidence  of 
a  canonical  election,  and  otlicr  circumstances  con¬ 
trived  for  piibli'fity  ;  the  idea,  that  the  dispensing  witli 
all  this  is  consistent  with  efficiency,  is  the  making  of 
the  church  liable  to  be  prostrated,  by  any  unprinci¬ 
pled  man  who  may  hereafter  be  a  bishop. 

In  regard  to  the  whole  subject  of  the  Episcopiacy,  it 
ought  to  be  perceived,  how  careful  we  should  be,  on 
the  one  hand,  to  sustain  the  respectability  and  tlie 
rights  of  the  grade,  and  on  the  other  hand,  not  to  ex¬ 
tend  them  beyond  tlieir  proper  bounds.  The  latter 
extreme  will  be  sure  to  lead  to  its  opposite,  and  will 
even  give  its  sanction  to  the  hydra  shape,  in  which 
the  subject,  within  the  memory  of  some  yet  living, 
was  commonly  pictiireil  to  the  eye  of  the  American 
public.  As  to  the  other  part  of  the  alternative,  a 
departure  from  it  has  never  apiieared  in  any  shape, 
which  did  not  betray  the  aiiibilion  of  possessing  a

All  the  points  of  necessary  doc¬ 
trine  are  clearly  declared  in  our  Articles;  and  arc  so 
interwoven  with  our  prescribed  devotions,  that  the 
duty  of  legislating  in  tins  department  ntay  be  con¬ 
sidered  a.s  dispensed  with.-  It  is  not  dispensed  with, 
in  accommodation  to  the  theory  of  those,  who  condemn 
all  legislative  provision  in  the  premises,  submitting 
the  subject  to  individual  discretion.  This,  iiurteaxl  of 
binding  believers  together  in  a  sacred  union,  ^ould 
eventuate  in  onposing  theories,  sustained  by  the  JAisl 
of  contending  parties,  with  all  its  attend.ant  animosities 
and  uncharitablenoss ;  not  only  in  the  general  coun¬

rlic  antiquated  plmiseology,  in  wliich  the  truths  of  the 
gospel  are  cloUied  !  Neither  of  these  privileges  is  here 
denied.  J3ut  it  is  contendcil,  that  every  attempt  of  the 
sort,  wlielher  it  respect  llic  Articles  or  the  Liturgy, 
should  be  with  caution,  with  vigilance  against  need¬ 
less  innovation,  and  with  tlie  licing  aware,  that  the 
integrity  of  doctrine  will  never  be  imj>aircd,  without 
its  being  followed  by  division. 

To  guard  against  a  inis.npplicatinn  of  the  preceding 
maxim,  tliere  should  Ikj  mentioned  as  the  second,  the 
inoileratifui  which  shall  govern  in  ecclesiastical  legis¬ 
lation.  The  carrying  of  it  to  an  extreme,  is  an  cirect 
of  the  love  of  power,  natural  to  the  human  heart.  In 
Bome  persons  it  is  so  intolerant,  as  to  bo  impatient 
under  any  provision,  not  frametl  in  every  the  most 
minute  particular,  to  a  standard  suggested  by  self-  i 
will  and  an  undue  estimation  of  self.  It  is  known, 
what  immense  mischief,  so  early  as  towards  the  end 
of  the  second  century,  was  occasioned  by  an  intolerant 
bishop  of  Rome,  in  his  excommunicating  of  all  the 
churches  of  Asia,  for  differing  from  him  on  the  single 
point  of  the  day  for  the  celebration  of  Easter.  It  must 
h.ave  been  remarked  by  many,  who  have  attended  to 
the  proceedings  of  deliberative  bodies,  whether  civil 


stitution,  and  thus  to  shut  the  door  against  a  danger 
that  may  ensue,  and  that  in  present  circumstances,  can 
be  guarded  against  no  otlierwise,  than  by  acting  on 
the  maxim  now  proposed.  The  appreliended  danger, 
is,  that  on  ihe  success  of  a  propo^  measure,  carried 
constitutionally,  but  in  opposition  to  the  sense  of  the 
mass  of  our  people,  so  far  as  can  be  gathered  from  the 
votes  of  their  representatives,  there  will  be  a  tempta¬ 
tion  to  disunion,  and  a  sp^ious  plea  for  it 

Brethren,  there  are  fiiiisheilthe  intended  remarks  on 
the  points  suggested,  witli  a  brevity  disproportioned  to 
their  importance ;  but  at  an  expense  of  time,  which 
may  have  been  a  trespass  on  your  patience.  In  con¬ 
clusion,  there  shall  be  taken  occasion  to  remark,  tliat 
if,  in  wliat  ha.s  been  said,  there  be  any  promise  of  pro¬ 
fit,  nofiirthcr  security  for  its  efficiency  is  desired,  than 
that  there  should  resL  on  the  mind  of  every  individual 
of  you,  the  recollection,  concerning  the  deliverer  of 
this  address,  of  his  having  pledged  himselfto  put  forth 
his  best  cares  and  endeavours  for  the  integrity  of  the 
church,  by  the  circumstance  of  his  occupying  of  the 
principal  seat,  in  a  body  acting  as  her  representative. 
What  adds  immensely  to  the  obligation,  is  the  heavenly 
institutions  of  the  Christian  church ;  differing  in  this 
respect  from  the  various  forms  of  civil  society,  which 
originate  inhuman  will  and  compact.  In  many  places 
of  Scripture,  the  church  is  designated  by  her  adorable 
Founder,  as  “  the  kingrloin  of  God”  begun-  on  earth. 
By  St.  Peter,  she  is  dcscribetl  to  be  “  purchased  with 
the  blood  of  Christ,  as  of  a  lamb,  without  blemish  and 
without  s[)ot.”  And  by  the  same  apostle,  the  assem¬ 
blage  of  believers  are  named  a  “spiritual  house,  a  holy 
priesthoixl  to  otter  spiritual  sacrifices,  acceptable  to 
God  through  Christ”  St.  Paul  calls  the  professors  of 
Christianity  “  a  household,  built  on  the  foundation  of 
the  holy  apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself 
being  the  chief  corner  stone  and  the  same  apostle 
calls  the  same  divine  person,  “  the  head  of  the  body, 
[the  church,]  from  wliich  by  joints  and  hands  having 
noiiiishment  ministered  and  knit  together,  it  increaseth 


the  limited  space  which  the  lateness  of  Uic  hour,  and  I 
the  shortness  of  a  Summer’s  evening  allowed  him.  I 
He  said  “The  resolution  embraces  three  points,  each  ' 
of  which  would  be  amply  sufficient  for  a  large  course 
of  observation.  First  It  contemplates  the  return  of 
gratitude  to  God  for  his  blessing  thus  far  vouchsafi^. 
Second,  It  contemplates  prayer  to  God  for  the  contin¬ 
uance  of  his  aid — and  Third,  It  contemplates  renewed 
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with  the  increase  of  (lod.”  VV'ith  the  impression  of 
the  character  of  this  body  on  the  minds  of  ihc  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Convention,  ihere  will  be  a  plc<lge  for  the 
faitiiful  performance  of  the  service  undertaken  by 
them.  What  lies  on  thorn  as  a  .social  b«ly,  should 
by  every  iiidiv*idual  of  them  in  his  per¬ 
sonal  capacity ;  so  as  to  possess  the  evidence  of  pre¬ 
paration  for  the  church  triumphant  in  heaven,  by  a  life 
and  conversation,  that  now  “  adorns  the  doctrine  of 
God  his  Saviour  in  all  things.” 

Our  reverend  brethren  will  bear  with  their  Bishop, 


or  ecclesiastical,  and  whether  in  the  high  concerns  of  while  he  reminds  them  of  the  especial  application  of 
the  cliurcii,  or  of  the  state,  or  in  the  management  of  these  truths,  to  their  and  to  his  own  official  character, 
voluntary  Associations  for  useful  purposes,  that  the  j  With  an  allusion  to  the  heavenly  origin  of  the  church, 
spirit  of  the  Roman  Victor  did  not  die  with  him;  but  we  arc  called  by  one  apostle,  “  stewards  of  the  niani- 
tJiat  it  displays  itself,  wherever  there  are  required  fold  grace  of  God and  by  another,  “  stewards  of  the 
common  councils,  and  the  expression  of  the  opinions  mysteries  of  God ;”  not  without  admotion  by  each  of 
of  the  individuals  concerned.  Hence  it  has  happened,  these  apostles ;  of  the  former,  that  we  should  be  “good 
tliat  on  the  occurrence  of  a  schism,  not  believed  to  be  stewards  ;”  and  of  the  latter,  that  “  it  is  expected  in 
justified  by  the  cause  of  it,  there  may  be  difficulty  in  stewards  to  be  found  faithful.”  Besides  being  often 
estimating  the  weight  of  the  plea  of  conscientious  |  designated  by  the  figure  of  “labourers  in  a  vineyard,” 
scruples,  °whcn  they  resist  the  exercise  of  a  power,  j  we  are  in  one  place  honoured  by  the  title  of  “labour- 
evidently  di.sproportioiied  to  the  object  to  be  acconi-  j  ers  together  with  God.”  To  omit  many  similar  sug- 


plishod  by  it. 

'J’he  maxim  proposed  is  countenanced  by  Scripture. 
St.  Paul,  affirming  “the  foundation,  other  than  which 
no  man  can  lay,”  and  doing  justice  to  “the  gold,  the 
silver,  and  the  precious  stones,”  which  may  be  fitly 
raised  on  it,  is  tolerant  of  “  tlie  wood,  the  hay,  and  the 
stubble,”  which  will  be  consumed  by  the  fire  of  di¬ 
vine  discrimination,  while  it  will  spare  the  mistaken, 
but  well  inteiitioned  builder.  In  another  place,  he 
brands  an  essential  error,  with  the  name  of  “  another 
gospel ;”  while  yet,  he  decides  elsewhere,  “  we  that 
are  strong  ought  to  bear  tlie  infirmities  of  the  weak, 
and  not  to  please  ourselves.” 

In  extending  the  utility  of  moderation  beyond  the 
sphere  of  opinion  into  that  of  discretion,  there  occurs  a 
seeming  difficulty,  which  may  be  cleared  up,  by  a 
right  understanding  of  the  circumstances  under  which 
it  is  presented.  The  conducting  of  divine  worship, 
is  the  matter  referred  to.  That  the  time  and  the 
place  of  it,  with  other  necessary  arrangements,  arc  to 
he  dictated  by  human  discretion,  is  not  denied  by  any. 
Therefore,  when  it  is  denied,  that  the  devotions  to  be 
olfored  up  should  lie  prescribed  by  the  collective  body, 
the  question  is,  not  whether  they  shall  be  acted  on  by 
human  discretion,  but  to  whom  such  a  trust  shall  be 
committed.

viduals.  Accordingly,  the  question  with  us,  is  wide 
of  the  subject  of  moderation  ;  although  this  principle

He  will  also  perceive  a  powerful  call  on 
him,  not  merely  to  the  leading  of  a  blameless  life,  but 
to  be  zealous  and  active  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
and  not  to  be  “  weary  in  well  doing,”  but  to  “  work 
while  it  is  day ;”  knowing,  agreeably  to  an  intimation 
which  should  speak  to  the  conscience  of  every  one  of 
us,  but  especially  to  his  who  is  the  deliverer  of  this 
address,  that  “  the  night  cometli,  in  which  no  man  can 
work.”

Take  the  6th  fact — Several  have  been  converted, 
who  have  died  in  the  faith,  and  if  so,  what  are  they, 
and  where  are  they? — Saintg  of  the  Highest  in 
Heaven!  •  • 

Take  all  the  facts  and  they  most  undeniably  call 
for  gratitude  to  God,  for  they  show  His  blessing — 
without  which  nothing  can  prosper. 

The  2d  part  of  the  resolution,  Mr.  Chairman,  con¬ 
templates  prayer  to  God,  for  the  continuance  of  his 
blessing.  No  one  in  this  room  can  here  doubt  for  an 
instant  Every  one  feels  the  truth  of  the  declaration, 
Paul  may  plant,  &c.  There  is  a  great  deficiency  in 
this  particular,  and  Christians  do  not  pray  enough,  or 
with  fervency  enough  for  a  blessing  on  the  souls  of  the 
poor  and  miserable  creatures  in  the  lanes  and  alleys 
of  our  city.  If  there  was  fidelity  on  the  part  of  Chris¬ 
tians,  there  would  be  less  spiritual  destitution.  When 
from  the  lanes  and  alleys  and  receptacles  of  vice, 
thousands  go  up  to  the  throne  of  Judgment  in  their 
sins — their  blood  vill  be  required  at  the  hands  of 
those  called  the  Christians  of  this  city. 

The  3d  part  of  the  resolution  he  observed,  contem¬ 
plated  action.  Prayer  and  action  arc  connected.  No 
man  can  pray  for  the  salvation  of  sinners,  and  yet  re¬ 
fuse  to  act.  If  he  does,  every  prayer  convicts  him  of 
the  most  abominable  hypocri.sy.  As  men  truly  pray, 
so  they  zealously  act,  and  as  they  pray  and  as  they  act, 
so  goes  on  the  W’ork.  This  is  God’s  method  of  ^min¬ 
istration.

Rev.  Mr.  Tyno’s  Remarks. 

The  Rev.  S.  H.  Tyno  referring  to  the  first  clause  of 
the  last  paragraph  of  the  Report,  said: 

“That  his  was  one  of  those  cases,  in  which  the 
promise  had  apjmrcntly  been  more  than  the  perform- 

May  we  not  hope  that  His  purifying  power  I  however,  exactly  the  fact.  The 

-  •  J  or^  '  class  with  which  he  was  connected,  were  ready  to sus- 


llexible  adliK'rence  to  existing  enactments,  and  the 
coimtciiancing  of  needless  innovations.  In  the  con¬ 
dition  of  our  church,  and  particularly  in  its  scattered 
jxipnlation,  there  arc  circumstances  w'hicli  may  render 
unsuitable  here,  what  is  wisely  ordained  and  easily 
practised  in  F^iglaiid,  owing  to  the  small  spaces  of  ter¬ 
ritory  within  her  several  parochial  limits.  When  we 
applied  to  that  country  for  the  succession,  its  venera¬ 
ble  bishops  were  aware  of  our  independent  rights,  and 
posses.-;ed  a  knowledge  of  the  exercise  of  them  to  a 
considerable  extent  To  this  they  made  no  objection; 
when  in  reference  to  some  points  of  doctrine,  they  en¬ 
tertained  a  iojilousy  which  became  removed. 

If  it  should  be  asked,  in  what  way  the  error  guarded 
against  has  a  threatening  aspect  on  ecclesiastical 
union,  it  is,  that  individual  clergymen,  pressed  by  con¬ 
siderations  referred  to,  may  make  such  deviations  from 
the  rubrics,  as  their  respective  judgments  or  fancies 
may  direct.  The  number  of  offenders,  will  cause  the 
requirements  to  be  considered  as  obsolete,  perhaps 
even  by  those  who  would  otherwise  have  thought  them¬ 
selves  Ixuind  to  a  faithful  adherence,  so  that  at  last  we 
shall  have  no  uiiiforinity ;  and  the  B<w)k  of  Common  ■ 
Prayer,  will  be  coiisidereil  as  a  body  of  devotions,  from 
which  every  minister  will  take  as  much  or  as  little  as 
may  suit  his  discretion. 

It  is  also  probable,  that  extreme  tenaeiousness  and 
reluchince  to  imxlerate  alteration,  will  give  vigour  to 
the  op|K>site  extreme  ot  ill  digester!  projects  for  reform, 
without  measure  and  without  end.  NVe  may  foresee, 
that  if  such  a  spirit  sliould  be  dominant  within  our 
church,  it  will  be  proinotive  of  confusion  and  of  every 
evil  work.  It  should,  therefore,  be  guarderl  against, 
not  only  by  the  vigilance  and  the  discouiiteiianco,  but 
by  the  moderation  of  all  who  take  pleasure  in  the 
jieace  and  the  pmsperity  of  our  Zion ;  within  whose 
jKilc  we  may  hope  ami  pray,  that  alike  among  the 
clergy  and  among  onr  lay  population,  there  will  al¬ 
ways  be  found  men  of  rational  piety  and  of  weight  of 
character,  to  keep  under  restraint,  what  will  occa¬ 
sionally  show  its  head,  as  the  effect,  sometimes  of  indis¬ 
creet  zeal,  sometimes  of  vanity,  and  not  seldom  of 
some  visionary  theory,  threatening  to  deprive  us  of 
whatever  contributes  to  the  “  worshipping  of  God  in  the 
beauty  of  holiness.” 

There  shall  be  mentioned  but  one  maxim  more. 
To  him  by  whom  it  is  proposed,  it  seems  a  dictate  of 
prudence,  pre*^  by  the  peculiar  organization  of  our 
church.  ’The  intended  caution  is  against  the  carryin^iK 
of  any  very  important  act  of  legislation  by  a  small  miu 
Jority ;  especially,  if  tlie  act  should  be  thought  by  a 
considerable  minority,  to  infringe  materially on  the 
faith  or  on  the  worsliip  of  the  church.  The  peculiarity 
alluded  to,  is  tlie  inequality  of  representation  in  our 
principal  legislative  assembly.  This  arrangement  was 
essential  to  our  being  one  b^y,  when  our  asinciations 
were  formed.  It  shall  not  be  here  determined,  whctlier 
it  would  be  wise  to  remodel  our  roprei>entative  con- 


whose  wretched  inhabitants  perhaps  had  never  heard 
I  the  name  of  Jesus !  Many  a  weeping  penitent  may 
I  thus  be  cheereil,  many  a  wanderer  reclaimed,  and 
many  more  of  the  “hopes  of  our  nation,”  thus  he 
brought  into  the  nurseries  of  the  Ixird,  our  Sabbatli 
schools.  May  we  not  hope,  through  the  blessing  of  God 
on  labour  so  distributeil,  that  a  pure  and  holy  stream 
I  shall  thus  be  sent,  through  tlic  alleys  of  our  city, 

'  washing  away  the  moral  {lollutious  that  every  where 
render  them  so  disgusting  to  the  eye  of  a  Christian? 
But,  perhaps  the  worldling  may  ask,  what  is  the  grand 
instrument  to  be  used  in  accomplishing  so  much? 
Doubtless  he  thinks,  the  writer  of  this  little  essay  is 
calculating  very  fast,  and  is  certainly  an  enthusiast 
Listen  then,  thou  who  despisest  the  instrument  as 
unworthy  thy  notice,  it  is  not  the  power  of  man,  it  is 
not  the  number  of  agents,  but  it  is  the  simple  preach¬ 
ing  of  the  cross  of  Christ  from  house  to  house,  which 
is  to  do  all  this;  only  the  name  of  Jesus;  the  power 
of  Jestis ;  the  promises  of  Jesus  ;  “all  yen  and  amen 
in  him.”  \\  ho  would  envy  the  cold  indifference  of 
the  fwr  worldling,  who  can  sneer  at  this  ! 

Whilst  the  Christian  heart  glows  with  rapture  at 
the  soft  music  of  a  Saviour’s  name,  and  feels  some¬ 
thing  ot  the  joy  of  angels,  as  he  contemplates  this 
scheme  of  benevolence,  and  rejoices  at  the  thought, 
that  others  shall  hear  of  Jesus  through  the  instrumen¬ 
tality  of  the  City  Mission ;  he  pities  the  poor  world- 


— We  have  already  express¬ 
ed  our  opinion  of  this  paper,  both  of  its  merits  and  of 
its  adaptation  to  the  existing  circumstances  of  the 
Church.  It  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  unity 
should  prevail,  unity  of  spirit  and  of  action,  in  order 
to  the  successful  prosecution  of  any  of  those  associ¬ 
ated  efforts  which  have  been  undertaken  by  Episco¬ 
palians.  Not  only  the  honour  of  the  Church,  but  its 
fidelity  is  involved.  Time  was  when  it  was  supposed 
that  consistency  and  effort  was  all  that  could 

be  secured  or  desired  in  a  Church.  Not  so  in  these  lat¬ 
ter  days.  It  has  been  found  that  moral  power  may  be 
multiplied  almost  to  an  unlimited  extent  by  combined 
action.  The  power  of  two,  when  united,  is  found  to  be 
more  than  double  that  of  one;  and  that  in  proportion  as 
Christians  combine  the  elements  of  holy  effort,  they 
become  strong  in  the  Lord.  But  it  may  be  asked,  how 
can  there  be  unity  of  action,  where  there  is  no  agree¬ 
ment  of  sentiment?  Bishop  White  answers  the  ques¬ 
tion,  walk  together  so  far  as  agreed.  The  great  ques¬ 
tion  which  has  divided  the  members  of  our  household 
into  high  and  hw  Church,  has  been  respecting  the 
ministry — not  the  apostolic  origin  of  Episcopacy  as  a 
fact;  upon  this  ground,  there  is  no  difference  of  opi 
nion  among  us;  but  respecting  the  mode  of  its  rise, 
and  its  consequences,  concerning  which,  there  are 
diversities  of  judgment  involving  diversities  of  infer¬ 
ences  about  which  the  Church  has  decided  nothing. 
These  arc  left,  as  Bishop  White  says,  to  private  opi¬ 
nion.  The  following  are  the  words  of  the  Bishop 
upon  this  point.  We  hope  the  whole  charge  will  be 
read,  though  it  may  be  considered  long  for  a  news¬ 
paper  article. 

'*  In  connexion  with  a  determination  to  sustain  the 
Episcopacy,  it  is  not  impossible,  that  in  the  different 
grounds  on  which  it  may  be  rested  by  different  advo¬ 
cates  of  it,  there  may  ensue  a  cause  of  disunion.  We 
shall  be  safe  in  this  matter,  in  proportion  as  we  con¬ 
tinue  on  the  gpxiund  taken  for  us,  by  the  reformers  of 
the  Church  of  England.  They  unequivocally  affirmed 
the  apostolic  origin  of  the  Episcopacy,  as  a  fact:  and 
then,  as  a  suitable  consequence,  they  ordained,  that 
there  shouId*be  no  other  ministry  within  their  bounds. 
The  same  is  the  limit  within  our  Church.  If  any 
should  carry  the  subject  beyond  this,  it  is  private 
opinion;  and  cannot  be  acted  on,  in  proceedings  regu¬ 
lated  by  the  rubrics  and  the  canons,  without  hazard¬ 
ing  the  issue  intimated:  and  the  same  might  be  the 
effect  of  the  extending  of  these  provisions,  with  the 
view  of  accomplishing  such  a  project.” 

The  Monthly  Concert  of  Prayer,  on  the  first  Monday 
of  the  month,  was  as  usual  well  attended,  and  gp'eat 
solemnity  prevailed.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Pelt  made 
an  appropriate  address,  urging  the  claims  of  Foreign 
Missions  in  behalf  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  he  having  on  former  occasions  plead¬ 
ed  the  cause  of  the  Domestic  department.  The  Rev. 
Messrs.  Bedell,  Ttng,  and  Botd,  also  took  part  in  the 
exercises.  To  induce  to  prayer  in  behalf  of  our  Mis¬ 
sion  to  Greece,  the  following  account  of  the  opposi¬ 
tion  which  has  been  manifested  by  the  Government  of 
that  country,  to  the  labours  of  Protestant  Missionaries, 
was  read. 

“On  the  lUh  of  July,  Dr.  Korck  states  to  Mr,  | 
Jowett — 

It  will  rejoice  you  to  16X1*0,  that  till  this  day  we 
have  laboured  undisturbed;  and  that  I  have  even  re¬ 
ceived  from  Government  several  new  proofs  of  confi¬ 
dence:  so  that  I  may  almost  hope  that  they  will  bear 
this  disapproval  without  resentment  against  me. 

In  the  same  letter,  however.  Dr.  Korck  adds — 

Mr.  Cokonis,  one  of  the  members  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  for  Public  Instruction,  has  lately  translated  and 
printed,  by  order  of  government,  Sarisin’s  “  M;tnual 
of  Mutual  Instruction,”  a  French  work,  to  be  used  in 
the  schools  of  Greece  as  the  exclusive  rule  of  every 
Lancasterian  school.  In  this  translation,  adapted  to 
Greece,  he  says  expressly,  in  a  note,  that  it  is  suitable 
for  the  Greeks  to  have,  like  the  French,  the  picture 
of  our  Saviour  hung  up  in  their  schools.  As  govern¬ 
ment  has  even  gone  so  far  as  to  order  masters  of  pri¬ 
vate  schools  to  follow  implicitly  this  system,  1  do  not 
doubt  but  that  images  will  every  where  be  introduced: 
and  though  I  am  consoled  so  far,  that  it  is  at  least  the 
image  of  Christ,  I  think  I  ought  still  to  obey  God  rather 
than  man;  and  therefore  I  shall  prudently  resist  the 
introduction  of  the  image  into  my  schools,  as  long  as 
I  can. 

In  another  letter  to  Mr.  Jowett,  under  date  of  Sep¬ 
tember  the  4th,  1830,  Dr.  Korck  refers  to  the  preca- 
riotisness  of  his  position;  and  expresses  his  opinion, 
that  such  would  be  the  course  of  events  that  in  a  short 
lime  it  would  be  better  for  him  to  withdraw  from 
Syra.  He,  at  the  same  time,  transmitted  to  Mr.  Jow¬ 
ett  the  following  copy  of  the  sixth  article  of  the 
second  decree  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Samos,  as 
illustrative  of  the  views  by  which  the  Greek  govern¬ 
ment  was  then  guided: — 

As  every  nation  derives  a  distinguishing  character 
from  its  religion,  its  language,  and  its  manners,  the 
general  assembly,  having  at  heart  the  preservation  of 
tlie  Grecian  character  in  its  purity,  declares  that  every 
individual  who  shall  treat  with  contempt  his  religion,

erroneous  principles  of  the  Romish  and  Oriental 
Churches,  as  regards  the  invocation  of  saints. 

I’he  way  for  carrying  on  Christian  missionary  work 
among  the  Greeks  is  closing  up  more  and  more.  Since 
I  wrote  to  you  last,  new  obstacles  have  been  thrown  in 
the  way  of  Christian  missions.  Government  has  just 
published  a  collodion  of  prayers  for  the  use  of  the 
schools  for  mutual  instructioo;  which,  I  hear,  is 
already  introduced  into  the  boys’  school,  lately  under 
Dr.  Korck’s  care.  I'his  little  book  is  full  of  antiscrip- 
tural,  yea,  idolatrous  matter.  One  or  two  passages 
will  convince  you  of  this.  For  instance,  they  address, 
in  the  first  prayer,  the  Virgin  Mary  in  the  following 
manner: — ”  O  Virgin,  mother  of  God!  hail  most  gra¬ 
cious  Mary!  The  Lord  is  with  thee!  Blessed  art  thou 
among  women;  and  blessed  is  the  fruit  of  thy  womb; 
because  thou  didst  bear  the  Saviour  of  our  souls.  All 
my  Aq/ie  is  placed  in  thee,  mother  of  God:  keep  me 
under  thy  protection.  All-powerful  matron  receive 
the  prayers  of  thy  servants,  and  deliver  us  from  all  ne¬ 
cessities  and  tribulations.  Must  glorious,  eternal  vir¬ 
gin,  blessed  mother  of  God,  present  our  prayers  to  thy 
Son  and  our  God,  and  pray  to  him  to  save  our  souls. 

Open  the  door  of  tliy  tender  mercy  to  us,  blessed 
mother  of  God:  we  hope  that  thou  wilt  not  disappoint 
us.  Deliver  us  from  our  present  state;  for  thou  art  the 
salvation  of  the  Christians.” — With  this  kind  of  invoca¬ 
tions,  both  to  the  virgin  Mary  and  to  the  saints,  this 
little  book  abounds.  It  is  most  obvious,  that  a  Chris¬ 
tian  missionary  cannot  allqw  such  things;  and,  as  they 
have  been  appointed  by  the  highest  power,  to  coun¬ 
teract  them  will  not  be  an  easy  matter. 

From  recent  advices  we  learn  that  the  boy*’  school 
is  already  taken  out  of  Dr.  Korck’s  hands,  and  that  it 
is  expected  that  the  girls’  school  will,  ere  long,  be 
also  removed  from  under  his  superintendence.
